FILIPINO LOSSES. 


The Total In Killed !• Over T«n 


Thoqnand. 


Washington, June 5.—Secretary Hoot 


has made answer to the seiiate resolu- 
tion inquiring as to the number of Fili- 
pinos killed and wounded and the num- 
ber of prisoners taken since the insur- 
rection began. 
Having no detailed in- 


formation on the subject, the secretary 
raided the inquiry to General MncArthur, 
commanding at Manila, and received the 
following reply, which was submitted to 
congress: 
"\Vith reference to your telegram of 


22d ult., Filipinos killed, 10,780; wound- 
ed, 2,104; captured and surrendered, 
30,425; number prisoners in our posses- 
sion about 2,000. No systematic record 
of Filipino casualties at these headijuar- 
ter8. 
Foregoing, compiled / from 
large 


number reports made immediately after 
engagements, is as clcKe approximation 
as now possible owhyg to wide distribu- 
tion of troops. 
More accurate report 


would take weeks to prepare. 
Number 


reported killed probably in excess of ac- 
curate figures; number reported wounded 
probably winch greater than reported, 
ila Filipinos managed to remove most 
woumied from field, und comparatively 
fyv/-fell into our hands. Oflicera of high 
rank and dangerous and suspicious men 
have been detained as prisoners; most 
other men discharged on field as sooii as 
disarmed. 
I'ropose to release all but 


very few prisoners at early date."

DEPTHS OF THE GREAT LAKES. 


'Whnt Would Happen it Their Snr- 


fnees Were Lowered to Sea. Level. 
If the chain of great lakes which 


bound the northern limits of a portion of 
the United States could be brought to the 
level of the sea, two of the chains would 
be practically wiped off the face of the 
earth. 
Lake Michigan would become 


two lakes much smaller than the present 
majestic body of water which lies off 
Chicago. 
Chicagoans could travel on 


what i« now the bottom of the lake, as 
far north as a point midway between the 
shores of Milwaukee and Grand Haven 
without getting their feet wet. 
• No system of lakes presents as wide 
variations of extreme depth as the big 
fresh water system. Beginning with Su- 
perior and following the chain eastward, 
•they vary from 1,386 feet to but 210. 
They are respectively 602 feet above the 
sea level for Superior, 581 each for Mich- 
igan and Huron, 573 for Erie and but 
247 for Ontario. Superior is far the deep- 
est, with Michigan second. Ontario is 
close on its heels, being within a few feet 
of Huron, while Erie is so shallow that 
its greatest depth is 30 feet less than the 
midJake. depth of Michigan between Chi 
raco and St. Joseph. Erie can claim but 
210 feet extreme depth. 


As good an object lesson o£ what the 


lakes have to offer is the course between 
Chicago and St. Joseph, Mich.

Michigan would be a couple of ponds, 
Huron almost out of it, Superior a lake 
not much larger than many another rind 
Ontario the largest of the system.—Chi- 
cago Chronicle. 


HOTT Bee* Are Peranmded to Take Tp 


Tbelr L-odtfUnf In a Hive. 


"At the Beekeeper's In 
Swarming 


Time" is the title of the following ac- 
count in St. Nicholas of the means em- 
ployed to hire swarming bees into a hive: 


Liet us imagine ourselves at a farm- 


house far back in the country, where 
honeybees are kept and cared for by the 
old fashioned method. It is a pleasant 
forenoou in the latter part of May. The 
Barefooted boy that Whittier told us 
about rushes across the yard from th-3 
old apple tree under which he and his 
friends have been playing, dashes into 
the house, breathless in his eager ex- 
citement, and loudly shouts: 


''Mother, mother, the bees are swarm- 


ing!" 


Now, jn"5t why he should be in such a 


naste is not easily explained; probably 
the boy himself could not tell, but true it 
Is that the swarming of the bees causes 
the boy. and all others to rush around as 
nothing else would do but an alarm that 
the house or barn was. on fire. 


The mother needs no second summons. 


She drops the work in hand, rushes out, 
and, shading her eyes with one hand, 
takes a hasty look at the cloud of bees 
hovering over and around one side of th^ 
old apple tree, and excitedly exclaims: 


"Yes, 
Ned; they're swarming, sure 


enough! You must run to the barn lot 
cornfield and call father and John." 


And away goes Ned, with his play- 


mates trying in vain to,keep up with Win. 


Mother goes back iuto the kitchen and 


makes a mixture of vinegar, molasses nnd 
water, with which she is soon scrubbing 
the inside of an empty hive, to "make 
the-new home, sweet and clean for the 
bees." 


The cloud of bees in the air settles 


lower and seems smaller as a cluster be- 
gins to form ou one of the lower limbs 
of the tree. By this time Farmer Rood 
and his "hired man" John have arrived. 
He first spieads on the ground a sheet 
that Ned has brought from the house. 
A small stone is placed on each corner 
to keep it smooth and flat. John brings 
the hive from the back of the house, 
where it has been turned bottom up- 
ward toward the sun to "dry out a lit- 
tle." 
It must be just right—not com- 


pletely dried out and yet not wet. A rail 
from the neighboring fence holds the 
hive in a slanting position so that the 
raised open edge is directly under the 
cluster. 


When all is ready, the farmer advances 


with one of the poles used in propping 
up the clothesline iu the back yard, and 
the rest go back a shoit distance. There 
is a minute or two of1 breathless sus- 
pense, and then he hits the limb with the 
pole and turns and runs. 


This is the signal for all to run in va- 


rious directions. The cluster f.ills in a 
solid mass, but almost immediately about 
half the bees rise into tlie air, making a 
cloud of bees all the way from tho hive 
lo the limb, ou which some settle. A few 
go m the hive, but often nearly all go 
back on the limb, nnd the process of 
knocking the limb and running awav 
may be repeated several times. 
If the 


bees like the hive, fewer go hack to the 
limb each time, and finally the few on 
the limb leave of their own accord and 
go into the hive with the others.

A man who! has catarrh always 
wears the backs off the heels of his shoes, 
and one with weak'eyes turns his toes in. 
A sufferer from any pulmonary disease 
walks largely on his toes. This comes 
from his continued gasping for breath. 


"A deaf person always stamps his feet 


when walking, and one who has liver 
complaint takes short, irregular steps. 
I could go through the entire list of hu- 
man ills and name the characteristic of 
each in relation to'the feet. For the hu- 
man citadel first begins to weaken at the 
bottom, and there the microbes make 
their 6rst attack in many cases. Of 
course some microbes enter the system 
only through the palms of the hands, oth- 
ers through the eyelids, and others still 
under the finger nails.

FISHING IN POLYNESIA. 


Natives Hook this Flniiy Tribes With 


FiKhliooka Grown oil Trees. 


A party of palu 'fishers are ready to set 


out from the little island of Nanomaga, 
the smallest but most thickly populated 
of tlie Ellice group. The night must be 
windless and moonless, the latter condi- 
tion being absolutely indispensable, al- 
though, curiously enough, the fish will 
take the hook on an ordinary starlight 
night. Time after time have I tried my 
luck with either a growing or a waning 
moon, much to the amusement of the na- 
tives, and never once did I get a palu, 
although other nocturnal feeding fish bit 
freely enough, notably a monstrous spe 
cies of sea perch called la-lieu. 


The tackle used by the natives is made 


of cocoannt sennit, four or eight strand- 
ed, of great strength and capable of 
holding n 13 foot shark, should one of 
these prowlers seize the bait. The hook 
is made of wood-kn fact, the same as is 
used for shark fishing—about one inch 
and a half in diameter, 14 inches in the 
shank, with a natural curve, the barb, or 
rather that whicli answers the purpose 
of a barb, being supplied by a small 
piece lashed horizontally across the top 
of the end of the curve. 


Those 
peculiar 
wooden books 
are 


grown. The roots of a tree called ngua, 
whose wood is of great toughness, are 
watched when they protrude from a 
bank nnd trained) into the desired shape. 
Specimens of these may be seen in al- 
most any ethnographical museum. To 
sink the line cch-al stones of three or 
four pounds' weight nre used, attached 
by a very thick tueco of sennit, or bark, 
which, when the lisb is struck, is always 
broken by its struggles aud falls off, thus 
releasing the liiic from an unnecessary 
weight. It is no1 light tns,k hauling in a 
thick, heavy line banging straight up nnd 
down for a length of from 75 to 300 fath- 
oms or more.—Cliambers* Journal.

The general health of 
the troops i« exceedit.cly good, the per- 
centage of the sick for the mouth of 
Apiii being but 10 per cent The Ameri- 
cans can stand the climate better than 
the Filipinos, and especially durinc; the 
rainy seasou did their health impress me 
Tho men are becoming acclimated, and 
though it may become neco^ary to semi 
out relief troops, at times it will hardly 
be necessary to send soldiers veiy fre- 
quently."' 


General Otif said that his own health 


was excellent, that the ocean trip had 
clone him a world of good. 


General Otis left for Washington la^t 


wight and will report to the pres'idt-nt at 
once. lie could not state when his le- 
poit of the situation would be ready, but 
ho would first make a verbal report to 
the authorities in Washington ami later 
hand in an*extended written report.

COASTING IN THE TROPICS. 


QUEER *NIMAU AGREEMENTS- 


The Sport Confined to the Summer In Et» 


waii—Snow Not Necessary. 
* 


Although Hawaii lies within the torrid 


none, coasting can bo enjoyed in any 
month of the year. On the island of Ha- 
waii it would bo possible to slide ovur 
miles of snowfleldb, if one should tako the 
trouble to climb the steep mountain 
slopes, for Mauna Kea never loses its snow- 
cap oven in the hottest summers. 


But the Hawaiians have nover cared for 


snow for coasting. It is entirely too cold 
for them. They coast only in warm weath- 
er. The warmer tho season the better the 
sport, for thay slide down hill on dry 
grass or, in default of that, on a narrow 
track constructed with slabs of smooth 
lavii. These coasting tracks are now to be 
toinid by hundreds on the hills and arc a 
sure sign that 'nearby is the site of some 
Hawaiian village. 


Tho slod is a vehicle that calls for skill 


on the part of tbo rider. It ia made of 
hard timber, for it has to stand vc/y rough 
usage, and its runners require donso stuff 
to tako tho polish without which there 
could bo no speed. A sled is all tho way 
from 7 to 20 feot long, the two runners 
separated by no xnoro than a handbreadth, 
• hand rail on each side. With a alcd of 
that narrowness it would be impossible to 
sit down and shove oneself along until 
cwght by the velocity of descent. The 
only way is to pick up the long sled, take 
a spead gathering run and fling tho body 
end sled together down the hill. Done 
just right there is a whizzing, breathless 
ride down tho hill and o^er tho level val- 
ley lands. Done just tho least little wrong 
there ia no slide, but a tearing up of dried 
grass and perhaps a broken bone or so 
and the onlookers' shout of derision. Thk 
is all In tho way of sport, and in that par 
•uit oven a Hawaiian la willing to uiukt

Cnllke Creatnrcn Tlint Uct Alotm 


\ery 'Well In Cou;moii Quarters. 
An inttmate connection subsisting bn- 


vwecn different animals is known as com- 
roensalisru, commensals being creatures 
which may be said to sit at the sainu table, 
but which do not prey upon one another. 
Of lato years naturalists have become ac- 
quainted, with numerous examples of this 
form of animal partnership. 
In one of 


the Chicken islands, off the Now Zealand 
const, a curious lissard known as the tna- 
taraand certain species of tho petrels wern 
found inhabiting tho same burrows, ap- 
parently on the best of term1;. In rare 
cases the burrow, which consist's of a p<!»- 
sa«fo two or three feet long, ending in a 
shnmber a foot and a half long, one fi»t 
brond and six inches higl». is tho work of 
the bird. As a rule, however, the lizard is 
the excavator. Each builds its nest on 
opposite sides of the chamber, the lizard 
almost invariably choosing the left nnd 
the petrel fiho right side. The lizard feeds 
partly on worms and beetles and partly on 
the remnants of fishes brought to their 
common table by tho petrel, both animals 
being thus benefited by the partnership. 
This is probably more tbjui can bo said ot 
the prairie dog, whose underground home 
Is frequently shared by the rattlesnake 
and the burrowing owl. These wero at 
one time supposed to form a "happy fam- 
ily," but considerable doubt has been cast 
on the point by tho discovery of young 
prairie dogs in the stomach of the rattle- 
snake, which seems to indicate that com- 
ifnensalism in this particular ease hns been 
a one sided affair so far as the benefits 
were concerned.
